Item No. 1—A deduction of $50.00 
substituting factory grade of maple 
floor for No. 2 as specified 

Item No. 2—A deduction of $85.00 
far substituting shiplap under floor 
for. 2” plank floor over the entire 
ground floor except the cell, 

Item No 8—A deduction of $1300.00 
for omitting the rear extension and 
bell tower, which amount also incor 
poraited a portion of the radiation. 

Item No. 4—A deduction of $40.00 
for the saving in concrete by shorten 
ong the rear runway , 

Item No. 5—An allowance of $300.- 
00 for tthe extra brick which were 
mot credited in tho amount of the 
original tender. 

Ttem No. 6—A credit for the omis- 
sion of the Steam Hoating Plant.

NATIONALITY 


MONTREAL—Stepts will be taken 
by the 1cceral government at the carl 
iest Cpportunity, ether-by means of 
legsiation m through the next census 
to establisn clearly a distinctiou b:.- 
tween British subjects born in Can- 
ada and tLose who have come from 
other pits of the British Empire or 
from foreign countries, stated Hon. 
Fernand Rinfret, friday. The secre- 
tary declared that the government 
will endeavor to create a Canadian 
nationality, taking into account that 
citizens of this country are part of 
the British Empire and that as such 
wherever they go in foreign countries 
they can be considered only as Brit- 
ish subjecta. 

“The question is a complex one,” 
said Mr. Rinfret, “which has engaged 
the attention of our predecessors for 
many years. Though we are an au- 
tonomous nation, we are nevertheless 
a part of the British Empire and not 
an independent nation.

the barrel by boring openings in the 
ends for the better circulation of air 
The same temperature should be 
maintained as_for the alcoholic fer- 
mentation and under such conditions 
the vinegar should be ready in a few 
months. It may then be racked off 
carefully and stored in clean casks 
in a coo) place after closing up to ex 
Clude air. Throughout the whole pro 
cess of vinegar-making cleanliness

DO NOT WHIP THE TIRED HORSE 


It is natural for us to become tired 
as: the result of our day’s work. After 
a rest, we feel refreshed and ready 
to start again. Activity and rest are 
the normal rythm of life. If, however’ 
tiredness or fatigue is increased by 


more activity, we reach a stage of |’ 


exhaustion which is mot normal, but 
bermful, and which may. have very 
serious results. 

Over-fatigue is not usually caused 
by over-work. It is usually due to 


work which is unsuitable for the work 


er, by bad working conditions, by mon 


cure of himgelf during the hours he 
spends away from work. 

It is necessary that rest, whether 
it be taken sleeping or lying down, 
cr relaxing or simply’ in a change of 
work or of play, be used to prevent 
over-fatigue. To some pcople it seams 
to be a matter of pride that they 
drive themselves on to more activity 
when their bodies are tired and call- 
ing out for a rest. Exercise or play 
is certainly fine and most desirable, 
but it must be indulged in regularily 
if it’s to do good The man who at- 
tempts to crowd a week’s play into 
one day ‘generally exhausts himself 
and harm results. He should stop 


are apparently not hanmful for many 
adults. When they are used as stimu 
lants, to whip up a4 tired mind and 
body to more activity—cither work 
or play—when what is needed is rest 
they are being misused. Such stimu 
lents do not relieve fatigue; it may 
seem to the user 18s if they did so but 
the sensation is false and misleading 

Many .may feel that because they 
cannot change their work on their 
working conditions, information such 
as that given above is of mo value to 
them. The truth is that we can all 
do a great deal to prevent over fati 
gue by being sensible about how we 
use our time outside of work hours. | 
Remember that a tired horse should 
not. be whipped.
